MOVE TOEXTRADITE 
SAMUEL INSULL ON 
NEW INDICTMENT 


Suppressed True Bill, 
Charging Violation of 
Bankruptcy Law, Is Made 


Public at Chicago. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.— A _ sup- 
pressed indictment charging Samuel 
Insull Sr. and 10 others with viola- 
tion of the bankruptcy law was re- 
leased today by United States At- 


torney Dwight H. Green. 

“Under the terms of the treaty of 
the United States and Greece, rati- 
fied and proclaimed Nov. 1, 1932, 
this is an extraditable offense,” said 
the District Attorney. 

The maximum penalty for vio- 
lation of the bankruptcy act is five 
years in prison for each of the five 
counts. 

The Justice Department an- 
nounced in Washington that a 
formal request for the extradition 
of Insull had been presented tothe 
Greek Government based on the 
new indictment. 

The State of Illinois has been un- 
successful in attempts to gain cus- 
tody of Insull and his brother, Mar- 
tin, now in Ontario, on indictments 
alleging larceny and embezzlement 
in connection with company fi- 
nances. Federal indictments were 
also returned alleging use of the 
mails in a scheme to defraud and 
naming former officers and direc~- 
tors of Corporation Securities Co. 
This, however, was not ground for 
extradition. 

District Attorney Green said the

JJune 1. It charged transferment of 
property in contemplation of bank- 
ruptcy, specifying transfers of about 
$2,500,000 in cash and stocks from 
the funds of Corporation Securities 
Co. The indictment contained five 
counts. 

Those named in the bankruptcy 
indictment are: Samuel Insull Sr., 
chairman of the board of Corpora- 
tion Securities Co.; Samuel Insuil 
Jr., president; Martin Insull, vice- 
president; Harold L. Stuart, presi- 
dent during 1929-30; Philip J. Mc- 
Enroe, vice-president; John F. 
O’Keefe, secretary and treasurer; 
Edward J. Doyle; John H. Gulick, 
Stanley Field, directors; William R. 
Irwin, auditor, and Charles Wilbur 
Daniels, assistant secretary and 
treasurer.

HAVANA, Aug. 25.—Provisional 
President de Cespedes today issued 
a decree wiping out virtually all 
vestiges of the ousted Machado 
government, dissolving congress 
and calling a new election for Feb. 
24, 1934. 

The measure, signed with the 
cabinet’s approval and effective im- 


mediately, declared unconstitutional 
the Machado administration and its 
acts since May 20, 1929, when Ge- 
rardo Machado was inaugurated 
president for a second term. 
The action was taken over the 
opposition of United States Ambas- 
sador Sumner Welles who ,in his 
capacity as mediator, has main- 
tained that it. is necessary to con- 
tinue constitutional ‘forms. 
Secretary of Justice Carlos Sala- 
drigas pointed out that although the 
government maintained Machado 
acquired power through a virtual 
coup d’etat and hence unconstitu- 
tionally, all foreign obligations con- 
tracted by Machado and all legisla- 
tion passed in the last four years | 
would be considered as “things . 
done” and therefore still in effect. 
Summary of Decree. 
The decree, which Dr. de Ces- | 
pedes signed after an extraordinary 
Cabinet session at which a commis- 
sion of Havana University profes- 
sors made several proposals for re- 
forms, contained eight points, as 
follows: 
1—There will be a return to the 
constitution of 1901, adopted during 
the “military” rule of the United | 
States, which included the Piatt | 
amendment giving the United 
States the right to intervene in is- 
land affairs if necessary, and which 
advanced several administrative, . 
educational and civil service re- = 
forms. The 1928 reforms are dero- 
gated. These modified the 1901 con- 
stitution by extending the Presi- 
dential term from four to six years. 
Machado was elected in 1925 for a, 
four-year term and later ran again 
after the 1928 changes. 
2—The administration of Ma- 
chado is declared ended. 
3—Congress is dissolved. 
4—Three Justices of the Supreme 
Court appointed after May 20, 1929, 
are removed. : 
5—All other provincial and muni- 
cipal officials under Machado are 
removed. 

6—General elections will be con- 
ducted Feb. 24, 1934, to fill elective 
offices; those elected will take of- 
fice May 20, 1634. 

7—A consultation’ commission is 
to be appointed to carry out terms 
of the decree, 

&8—All international . obligations 
are to be observed, even though con- 
tracted since May 20, 1929.

DETROIT, Aug. 25.—Relating his 
“inside story” of Washington events 
preceding the Michigan bank holi- 
day, United States Senator Arthur 
H. Vandenberg of Michigan told 
the one-man Detroit bank jury to- 
day that as early as Feb. 9—five 
days before the state’s hoiiday— 
President Hoover was “greatly dis- 
turbed” over banking affairs here. 

“He. said it could easily become 
the start of a great banking debacle 
and that it must be checked at 
any cost,” said Vandenberg. 

The witness, in a calm recital of 
events that contrasted sharply to 
the fiery denunciations hurled yes- 
terday before the jury by the Rev. 
Father Charies E. Coughlin, cru- 
sading priest, detailed a conference 
at the White House on the night 
of Feb. 9. 

Clifford B. Longley, president of 
the Union Guardian Trust Co. of 
Detroit, and Col. James Walsh, vice- 
president, came to his office on 
the afternoon of Feb. 9, he said, to 
advise him they were attempting 
to obtain a R. F. C. loan to bolster 
the trust company. 

The White House Conference, 

The witness said the two men ap- 
peared “much disturbed” over a 
report that an official of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
had told Senator James Couzens, 
senior Michigan Senator, that 
Walsh and Longley did not want 
Couzens and Vandenberg to know 
about the loan application.

He said that after relating the 
circumstances of information they

“They said there was no reason 
for secrecy,” said Vandenberg, “but 
that it was unnecessary, they felt, 
to enlist the aid of Senator Couzens 
and myself in obtaining the loan.

Hoover “Plainly Disturbed.”

There was no disagreement on this 
point. Senator Couzens was the 
most outspoken on the point, but I 
heard no one suggest we should 
proceed with the loan without some 
restoration of values in the trust 
company.” 

He said that Hoover had little to 
say in the discussion, most of which 
was carried on by Senator Couzens 
and President Miller of the R. F.C. 

“Miller, as I recall, was opposed 
to the general theory of using assets 
of the entire group to assist the 
trust company,” he said. 

“The One Great Mistake.” 

The Senator testified that “the 
one great mistake of the Federal 
Government” in its bank-opening 
policy following the national bank 
holiday was its “insistence on 
liquidity instead of solvency.” He 
said the Government had “forced 
appraisals to be made on the 
wrecked values of an utterly de- 
pressed market.” 

“The whole emphasis of the Gov- 
ernment’s policy was on liquidity,” 
he said. “That spelled doom for 
thousands of banks. And, in the 
end, a 100 per cent liquid bank is 
only a warehouse for money—it is 
not a bank. It cannot function as 
a bank.” 

Vandenberg said that in a study 
of the nation’s banking situation on 
March 29 he found the Seventh 
Federal Reserve Districe, centering 
in Chicago and including Detroit, 
was “suffering much worse” than 
any of the other 11 districts. 

On that date, he said, there were 
1307 closed banks in the United 
States containing $2,715,000,000, and 
of this enormous sum, about one- 
third—or $932,000,000—was in the 
Seventh District. 

In a survey on May 9, he said, 
there were 1210 closed banks in the 
country, containing $2,600,000,000 in 
frozen deposits, of which more than 
one-third—$939,000,000—was in the 
Seventh district. 

The Senator declared it was his 
opinion that it was impossible for 
an appraiser to come into a 
“strange city” and make “anything 
like a fair or intelligent appraisal 
of a bank’s assets.

The preamble to the decree de- 
clared that elections for the 1928 
constitutional convention were 
called while laws prohibiting the 
reorganization of political parties 
and the presentation of independent 
candidacies were in force. 

“These dispositions,” it went on, 
“had as their sole object the carry- 
ing out of constitutional reforms 
without reference to the popular 
will, since voters opposing the re- 
forms could not elect delegates to 
the constitutional convention with- 
out a manifest infraction of Article 
38 of the Constitution, granting all 
Cubans over 21 the right of suff- 


rage. 

It further declared that the con- 
vention did not limit its work to 
merely approving or rejecting the 
reforms voted by Congress, as Ar- 
ticle 115 provides, but altered cer- 
tain precepts of the law containing 
the reforms, one of which prorogued 
for two years the presidential pe- 
riod, which should have ended May 
20, 1929. 

The emergency electoral law of 
July, 1928, the preamble added, was 
intended to bring about the re-elec- 
tion of Machado and prevent other 
candidacies. Thus, it said, Mach- 
ado’s action was a coup d’ etat be- 
cause the Supreme Court several 
times declared the procedure uncon- 
stitutional. 
~The preamble further declared 
that the Machado administration 
produced “an intense revolutionary 
agitation that obliged the Govern- 
ment to suspend individual guaran- 
tees and to use all sorts of violence 
to silence the protests of the peo- 
ple.” 

Meanwhile, members of the A. B. 
C. secret society and soldiers ar- 
rested Ramon Souto, a former Hav- 
ana police lieutenant, and impris-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—A new 
tentative code for the retail trades 
calling for a working week of 
from 40 to 48 hours and minimum 
wages ranging from $10 to $15, was 
offered to the Recovery Adminis- 
tration last night py the Industry’s 
Drafting Committee. 7 

The committee went into execu- 
tive session late in the day after 
a hearing before a Deputy Admin- 
istrator at which representatives of 
different factions of the industry 
disagreed over proposed price and 
advertising regulation. 

The code had not been approved 
by all the representatives of the 
various groups, several of whom 
requested longer working hours. 
Other factions opposed new and 
stringent clauses forbidding many 
so-called unfair trade practices. 

It was indicated that difficulties 
remaining to be settled would be 
amoothed out within the next few 
days and that the code would be 
ready for President Roosevelt to 
sign ~next week, probably by 
Wednesday. 

The code as drafted describes 
false advertising claims which 
would be no longer permissible; re- 
tains a clause to prevent the sale 
of goods below cost, and definitely 
forbids the advertising of a claim 
by a store that it generally under- 
sells competitors. 

Hours and Wages. 

The new labor provisions provid- 
ed that stores operating 52 hours 
or less would work employes 40 
hours a week, stores operating be- 
tween 56 and 60, would work em- 
vloyes 44 hours, and that those 
operating more than 63 hoursmight 
work employes no more than 48 
hours. 

A 48hour week was set for 
maintenance and delivery em- 
ployes with time and one-third for 
overtime. All executives receiving 
more than $30 a week were ex- 
cepted from the hourly provisions, 
as were outside salesmen. 

Minimum wages were set as fol- 
lows: In cities of more than 500,- 
000 population $14 for 40 hours; 
$14.50 for 44 hours and $15 for 48 
hours.

In cities from 25,000 to 100,000, 
$12 for 40 hours; $12.50 for 44 hours 
and $13 for 48 hours.

The waters were receding today. 

In Pennsylvania, one of the last 
states to feel the fury of the wind 
and rain, hundreds of families fled 
from their homes yesterday. Schools 
and hospitals were thrown open to 
care for refugees at York, Pa. Es- 
timates said 2500 persons left their 
houses in and around Reading 
alone. 

The Catskill Mountain village of 
Fleischmanns, N. Y., threatened for 
a time by a weakened dam, was 
thought to be saved as waters of 
Lake Switzerland receded slowly.

Because the Taxpayers’ Civic 
Forum, which is sponsoring the 
meeting, was unable to obtain a 
permit from the Police Department 
there will be no procession, as was 
originally planned, to Mayor Kel- 
ly’s home. 

John Mangan, president of the 
Southtown Taxpayers’ Association, 
and one of the organizers of the 
protest meeting, announced that 
10,000 posters for use on automobile 
windows would be distributed at 
the gathering. The posters will 
bear the insription: “Explain or Re- 
sign.” 
ag rere Added to List. 

Day by day the Hst of prominent 
men involved in the income ta» 
scandal is growing. The expose is 
being made by two newspapers— 
the Chicago Evening American and 
the Herald and Examiner. 

The fifth man on the list was 
named this morning when the 
Herald and Examiner stated that 
Benjamin F. Lindheimer, chairman 
of the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion, also made an income tax set- 
tlement with the Federal Govern- 
ment.

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ANBULANGE FEE 
INQUIRY ORDERED 
BY COUNTY COURT 


Action Follows Complaints 

on Charges Made by Un- 

dertakers for Service to 
Hospital at Clayton. 


The St. Louis County Court noti- 
fied all undertakers in the County 
today to be in court next Thurs- 
day morning to discuss ambulance 
service for the County Hospital 


and the Health Department. 

Frequent complaints have been 
received concerning the present 
system, under which certain un- 
dertakers are called by the hos- 
pital for ambulance service, receiv- 
ing compensation at the rate of 
$3.50 a trip. 

Although Judge Schramm stated 
that no contract for ambulance 
‘service has been let and that the 
ambulance should be ordered from 
undertakers nearest the place re- 
quired, Dr. W. G. Patton, super- 
intendent of the hospital; said that 
he had received “unofficial word” 
to summon ambulances from the 
Croghan Undertaking Co., 7146, 
Manchester road, and the Hoff- 
meister C. Undertaking and Livery 
Co., with headquarters at 7814 
South Broadway. Other undertak- 
ers have taken Health Department 
patients to the hospital. 

Says He Has Contract. 

Michael Croghan, head of the 
Croghan concern, said today he 
had a contract with the County 
Court for ambulance service but 
added that he “was not at liberty” 
to show it. 

George Hoffmeister said that his 
company had no contract but that 
he had received word from the hos- 
pital. he would be called on for 
service. He said he would like to 
see the hospital purchase an am- 
bulance and give its own service, 
“so that patients would not be 
compromised by any undertaker.” 

Ordering of ambulances on a fee 
basis was instituted several weeks 
ago after certain undertakers had 
complained of the practice of per- 
mitting Louis Bopp, Kirkwood un- 
dertaker, to furnish service for the 
entire county free. 

Bopp afforded free service for 
six months after the hospital 
opened. Later he received a fee of 
$4 a trip, subsequently submitting 
a bid under the present Democratic 
administration for service at $3.50 
a trip, finally withdrawing it and 
offering again to furnish it free. 

Bopp’s Proposal Voted Down. 

Judge Wehmeyer, presiding 
Judge of the County Court and the 
only Republican member, intro- 
duced a motion yesterday that 
Bopp’s offer of free service be ac- 
cepted as well as that of any other 
proposal to afford free service. It 
was not seconded and Judges 
Schramm and Schumacher voted it 
down. 

Judge Schramm explained he 
voted against the motion because 
he did not believe that exclusive 
free service should be accepted 
from any undertaker. The tenta- 
tive NRA code prepared by the 
Nationgr Funeral Directors’ Asso- 
‘ciation’ defines selling to the pub- 
lic below most as “unfair competi- 
tion.” 

Judge Schramm added, however, 
he might consider accepting free 
service from “within a district,” 
and said that he hoped that on 
Thursday a plan will be worked 
out to arrange a district system “on 
a lower scale,” affording all un- 
dertakers an opportunity to fur- 
nish ambulance service to points in 
their vicinity. 

Necessity of assuring fast service 
was.emphasized recently in a com- 
plaint to the County Court by Dr. 
C. H. Leslie, a Kirkwood physician, 
whose office is a few blocks from 
the Bopp establishment. After stat- 
ing that payment of $3.50 a trip for 
ambulance service “does not seem 
to appear to be any effort to re- 
duce the cost of county manage- 
ment,” Dr. Leslie registered a com- 
plaint against the new ambulance 
service “from a medical astand- 


point.” 
85-Minute Delay. 

Dr. Leslie said that on July 31 
he called the hospital for an ambu- 
lance to take an indigent patient 
there, who was in his office receiv- 
ing emergency treatment for pois- 


one of Bopp’s ambulances was re- 
fused, he stated, and it was 35 
minutes before another one ordered 
by the hospital arrived. 
“Fortunately, I was able to con-. 
tinue stimulation of this patient 
until it arrived,” Dr. Leslie wrote, 
“but had it been any one of fotr 
or five other kinds of poisoning he 
would have died.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—An in- 
crease in:“open market” operations 
of the Federal Reserve System in 
an effort to force credit into busi- 
ness and industry was disclosed 
today by,a report showing the 
central ks bought $35,000,000 of 
Government securities during the 
week ending Wednesday. 

Reserve officials said the pur- 
chases. were designed to provide 
ample funds for commercial banks 
and to encourage them to extend 
credit to business. 

Hugh 8. Johnson, industrial ad- 
ministrator, conferred recently with 
reserve officials in an effort to lib- 
eralize credit conditions, but there 
was no indication in reserve quar- 
ters that this had any connection 
with the purchases. 

The procedure followed by the 
reserve banks, known as the open 
market policy, operates on the the- 
ory that the money paid for Gov- 
ernment securities will be deposited 
in banks, and thus encourage them 
te extend more credit to trade. 

Board officials were unable to 
say to what extent the open mar- 
ket policy would be carried out. 
It was said, however, that its in- 
tensity would be determined from 
time to time to fit the business 
needs of the country. ~ 

e Heaviest in Chicago Area. 

Concerted action on the part of 

the 12 Federal Reserve banks was 
indicated in a comparison of pur- 
chases of Government securities 
over the last two weeks. 
. At Chicago, whose district em- 
braces the banking region of De- 
troit, $13,000,000 in Government 
holdings were added. 

The banks at New York and Bos- 
ton’ increased their purchases $4, 
000,000 during the week, while Phil- 
adelphia, Cleveland, Richmond, At- 
larita and San Francisco each add- 
ed $2,000,000. St. Louis purchases 
increased $1,000,000, as did Kansas 
City, with Minneapolis and Dallas 
showing only a slight change, 

Bank Balances Heavy. 

Formerly the proceeds from the 
sales of Government securities in 
open market operations were not 
used in an expansion of credit, but 
were utilized by member banks to 
pay off their indebtedness to re- 
gional barks and in the building 
up of their balances there. 

Member bank balances with re- 
serve banks are now heavily ex- 
cessive, it was said, hence there 
was no expectation that proceeds 
would be used to augment that ac- 
count, 

Borrowings of mémber banks 
from their regional banks amount 
to little. 

The first open marekt operations 
in recent years was begun in the 
summer of 1931, when the reserve 
banks purchased $129,000,000 of 
Government securities. At that 
time plirchases were running at the 
rate of $25,000,000 weekly. 


93,477 DECREASE IN TAXES 
CERTIFIED IN ST. LOUISCOUNTY 


Total Is $5,428,300—Decline Due to 
10 Pct. Cut in Assess- 
ments. 

A total of $5,428,300 in State, 
county and school taxes assessed 
in St. Louis County for 1933 was 
certified for collection yesterday 
by County Clerk Miller to Collector 
Benson. - This is a decrease of $93,- 
477 from the total certified last 
year. 

The assessed valuation of real 
and personal property is $203,086,- 
900, compared with $222,948,510 in 
1932. The decrease is due to a 10 
per cent reduction ordered by the 
State Board of Equalization. The 
proportionately smaller decrease in 
the total of taxes to be collected 
is accounted for by a 15-cent in- 


Jeręase in the county tax rate. 


The 1928 road bond issue tax has. 
been increased from 16 cents on the 
$100 valuation to 25 cents, the hos- 
pital bond issue tax from 2 to 4 
cents, and the 1916 road bond 
issue tax from 4 to 8 cents. The 
total State and county rate is 
$1.12, of which 15 cents is the State 
tax. School taxes vary according 
to the district, with the Webster 
Gréves rate’ highest—$2.43. 

Tax funds making up the total 
charge are divided as follows: 
School, $3,153,726; State, $304,630; 
county general revenue, $710,804; 
road tax, $507,717; 1928 road bond

HE Indiana boxing law, as

BABY DROPPED ON HEAD 
IN ROW OVER CUSTODY 


Father Arrested After Attempt 
to Take Child From 
Step-Grandfather. 


Clarence Leavy Jr., 21 months old, 
has a sore head today. His father, 
Clarence Sr., and his step-great- 
grandfather, James D. Morrison, 
quarreled last night over who was 
to have custody of Clarence Jr. 
During the altercation, somebody 
dropped Clarence Jr., on the side- 
walk. His injuries, however, are 
superficial. 

The father was arrested, charged 
with peace disturbance and ma- 
licious destruction of property. 

The trouble started when Leavy, 
30-year-old Waynesville, Mo., farm 
owner, called at the Morrison home, 
2436 North Spring avenue and said 
he was going to take his son away. 
Clarence Jr., youngest-but-one of 
Leavy’s four children, has lived with 
the Morrisons since has was five 
weeks old. 

Leavy said he had heard recent- 
ly that the child had been in a 
saloon for four hours one day and 
determined to take him away. Mor- 
rison, retired mail carrier, wculdn’t 
let him in last night, so he broke 
down the door. That is the basis 
of the property destruction charge. 

Leavy had the youngster for a 
time last night but the poiice gave 
him back to the Morrisons pending 
a court decision, and arrested the 
man and woman who had accom- 
panied the farm owner. They are 
charged with peace disturbance 
also. 

Leavy, Morrison told reporters, 
has been married twice. His first 
wife died, leaving him with two 
sons, Robert, 10, and Marvin, 8. He 
married again and Clarence Jr. was 
born, and after Clarence Jr., Ken- 
neth, who is now seven months old. 
He formerly operated the Traffic 
Max Mfg. Co., at Delmar boulevard 
and Euclid avenue, but recently has 
had the farm and a truck line from 
Waynesville to St. Louis.

FOUR HELD AFTER 
THREE ARE SHOT 
FROM AMBUSH 


Sigel Patterson, Miner, and 
J. H. Baker Farmer and 
Daughter, 8, Wounded 
Near Harrisburg, Ill. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARRISBURG, IIL, Aug. 25.— 
Four Progressive miners were be- 
ing questioned today by Saline 
County authorities following the 
shooting from ambush yesterday 
of a United Mine Worker and a 
farmer and his daughter as they 
rode in two separate cars in a line 
of several automobiles on the road 
between here and Galatia. 

The miner, Sigel Patterson, was 
returning to his home at Galatia 
after working at Peabody Mine 43 
which is operating under an in- 
junction forbidding Saline County 
officials from turning back miners 
employed there. For several weeks 
they had refused to let miners 
from out of the county enter the 
mine in order “to avert disorder in 
the county.” 

Patterson was wounded in the 
back by a shot from bushes at the 
roadside. The bullet was removed 
today at a West Frankfort hos- 


| pital where his condition was re 


ported to be not serious. 

Jacob H. Baker, a farmer, who 
was riding in another automobile 
with his wife and three daughters, 
also was wounded. One of his 
daughters, 8&-year-old Irene, suf- 
fered a flesh wound but did not 
require hospital treatment. 

Baker was shot in the left fore- 
arm and it was necessary to am- 
putate. 

Hal Bynum, chief deputy sheriff 
of Saline County, who investigated 
the shooting, said that about 30 
shots were fired apparently from 
shotguns loaded with buckshot. 
Nine holes were found in the car 
in which the miner rode. The fir- 
ing occurred as seven or eight cars 


were passing the 


bushes, which 
were on the crest of a hill. Four 
men ran from the bushes after the 
fusillade. 

“The farmer just happened to _— 
in the line of miners coming from 
work,” Bynum said, “and found / 
himself in the line of fire.” 

Bynum said that one of the men 
in custody was driven from Galatia 
Wednesday night and shot at sev- 
eral times. 

State’s Attorney Kane was aiding 
Sheriff Choisser and his deputies 
today in investigating the case.

away, picked for shipment when 
still green and ripened in storage. 
All the fine nutritive values of the 


the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, are at their best when 
the sun has had full opportunity 
to do its work on vines and ripen- 
ing fruit. 

The season for home-grown to- 
matoes is now at its height. All 
over the country family gardens 
are yielding, commercial growers 
are getting their crops to market. 
Canning factories are busy produc- 
ing the tomato juice, the canned 
tomatoes, the catsup or chili sauce 
that may appear on countless thou- 
sands of family tables next winter. 
Housewives are canning from the 
family patch, community canning 
centers are putting up tomatoes for 
relief supplies later on. Last year 
the tomato crop that was sent to 
market amounted to more than 18 
million bushels of fresh tomatoes, 
and the canneries put out more 
than 1% million tons—nearly all 
used in the United States. 

It is evident that Americans ap- 
preciate tomatoes. The United 
States is said to be the largest per 
capita consumer, and there seems 
to be, literally, nothing that could 
take the place of tomatoes. The 
characteristic color and flavor, re- 
freshing quality, adaptability to any 
part of the meal, make them a god- 
send to the housekeeper. When you 
consider their nutritive values in 
addition, tomatoes are unique. Mod- 
ern science finds them one of the 
best of the “protective foods,” be- 
catise they are a good source, not 
of just one, or two, but of three of 
the vitamins. 

Hot-pack Canning. 

Then there are those very impor- 

tant qualities of the tomato which 
make it unusual for cooking and 
canning. Vitamin C, for which the 
tomato is particularly valuable, is 
easily destroyed by heat, but the 
acidity of the tomato helps reduce 
this loss. To a less extent, the same | 
thing is true of vitamin B also. 
Again because of their acid content, 
and their juiciness, tomatoes are 
easier to can than other vegetables. 
A pressure cooker is not needed, in 
fact is not desirable for tomatoes, 
although necessary in canning the 
non-acid vegetables to insure the 
prevefition of spoilage. For toma- 
toes, says the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, use the hot-pack method of 
canning—i. e., heat the tomatoes to 
boiling and pack them hot into the 
containers—then process them in 
the hot-water bath. 
Canned tomatoes—canned when 
the fresh tomatoes are at their best 
—are so important as a winter food 
that nutritionists recommend a serv- 
ing in some form three times a 
week. This amounts to about a 
pint a week for each member of the 
family, or 16 to 20 quarts-per person 
for eight months of winter. It takes 
about 2% to 3% pounds of raw to- 
matoes to make one quart canned— 
or, roughly, a bushel of raw toma- 
toes to make an eight months’ sup- 
ply for one person. 

Many Uses for Tomatoes. 
Hardly any other article of food 
can be used in as many ways as 
the tomato. Raw, cooked or canned 
in some form tomatoes may appear 
in any part of any meal. The baby 
has his tomato juice for break- 
fast, but you may prefer your to 
matoes sliced and broiled or fried, 
to be eaten with your hot biscuit. 
A fresh tomato, sliced or quartered, 
may be one of the vegetables on 
your plate at lunch or dinner or 
supper. Perhaps it is sliced with 
onions on a lettuce leaf for salad, 
or with cottage cheese. Perhaps 
it is hollowed out and stuffed with 
chopped cabbage, or with chopped 
meat salad, for your lunch, or sup- 
per. Scalloped or stuffed and 
baked, tomatoes fit in admirably 
with potatoes, or corn, or rice or 
beans at dinner. Broiled tomato 
on toast, with a bit of melted 
cheese and a curl of bacon in the 
center of the slice, is an attractive 
supper dish. And there are the 
countless uses of tomatoes in soups, 
in scalloped dishes with rice, maca- 
roni, potatoes and beans, in tomato 
jelly, in preserves—not to mention 
the ever popular tomato-juice cock- 
tail. Later on, green tomatoes that 
come too late to ripen on the vines 
before frost comes will be used for 
pickles, for broiling, or in green 
tomato pie.

Broccoli Also in From Colora- 
‘ do; Missouri Watermel- 
ons Cheap. 


A carload of Rocky Ford melons, 
one of the best selling varieties, is 
expected in today from Colorado. 


In the meantime, cantaloupes 
continued at the record low price 
this week and home-grown water- 
melons are cheaper than for a num- 


ber of years. Honeydews are cheap-/ 


er than usual. 

The first of the so-called winter 
vegetables to appear in the markets 
this week was a shipment of ruta- 
bagas from Minnesota. 

Larger consignments. of broccoli 
from Colorado lowered prices. a lit- 
tle. 
In the fruit stalls, apples and 
Concord grapes increase as peaches 
wane a little.

Corn Oysters.

Drop by spoonfuls and 
fry in deep lard, or cook on a hot, 


well-greased griddle. Pieces should 
be about the size of large oysters. 


MORE GRAPE, PEACH 


~ AND TOMATO RECIPES 


Especially Ripe Fruit Required 
for Jelly, Jam and 
Relish. 


Some jams, jellies and relishes 
may be made from fartially rip- 
ened fruits, but here are three rec- 
ipes which call for very ripe grapes, 
peaches and tomatoes. 

Four cups juice. 

Seven and one-half cups sugar. 

One-half bottle fruit pectin. 

Then prepare juice, stem about 
three pounds fully ripe grapes and 
crush thoroughly. Adé one-half cup 
water, bring to a boil, cover and 
simmer 10 minutes, Place fruit in 
jelly cloth or bagtand squeeze out 
juice. 

Measure sugar and juice into 
large saucepan and mix. Bring to 
a boil over hottest fire and at once 
add fruit pectin, stirring constant- 
ly. Then bring to a full rolling boil 
and boil hard one-half minute. Re- 
move from fire, skim, pour quick- 
ly. Paraffin hot jelly at once. 
Makes about 11 glasses. 


Jellied Canned Consomme. 
Add 2% teaspoons gelatin soaked 
in two tablespoons cold water to a 
pint of heated canned consomme. 
Pour into bouillon cups and chill 
in refrigerator.

New Creole and Italian Recipes 
_. Given,to Show . 
Possibilities. 


While every housekeeper realizes 
full well the value and necessity of 
éggs, it is surprising how few think 
of them as a special dish for lunch- 
eon or dinner. Eggs are all very 
well for breakfast and it’s true we 
have them occasionally in an ome 
let for other meals, but little at- 
tention has been paid to the in- 
numerable other ways in which 


they can be prepared. 

They are especially good on sum- 
mer days and smart hostesses are 
using them more and more as an 
entree or separate course particu- 
larly for hot suppers on Sunday 
nights. 

One well known New York ma- 
tron often starts her Sunday night 
suppers with baked eggs in tomato 
sauce. This takes the place of an 
appetizer or soup and is followed 
by cold meats and a salad, often 
of cold asparagus with vinegar 
dressing. Crackers with melted 
cheese over them should go with 
this course, and for dessert have 
sliced fruits or melon. 

Creole eggs and eggs Lucca are 
also delightful for Sunday suppers 
or for informal luncheons. The 
recipes follow: 

Baked Eggs in Tomato Sauce. 

One cup tomato sauce 

One cap finely rolled soda crack- 
ers 

Six eggs 

Salt and pepper 

Two tablespoons grated American 
cheese 

Butter individual baking dishes 
and place two tablespoons of toma- 
to sauce in each. Add a layer of 
crumbled crackers. Break an egg 
in each dish, season, add a layer of 
crumbled crackers and more toma- 
to sauce. Sprinkle with grated 
cheese and bake in a very hot oven 
10 minutes. Serve hot.

Eges. 
Three tablespoons butter.

Shell and halve eggs. Lightly 
fry mushrooms in butter. Combine 
mashed egg yolks with mushrooms 
and onion and season. Refill egg 
whites with this mixture. Place 
prepared eggs in buttered baking 
dish. Pour hot milk over finely 
rolied crackers. Beat until smooth 
and creamy and add pimento. Sea- 
son to taste and pour over eggs. 
Sprinkle with cheese. Bale in a 
hot oven for 15 minutes.

Aft- 
er that no greasing will be needed. 
Yield: six waffles. 

Other Waffle Sug 
Add to your favorite waffle bat- 
ter vegetables, such as corn, grated 
raw carrots or sweet potatoes; 
berries, shredded pineapple, chopped 
cherries, dates, figs, citron; minced 
ham, cooked sausage or bacon; 
grated cheese; chopped nuts; crisp 
cereals or bran. 

Make Texas waffles by substitut- 
ing brown for white sugar and 
placing over the batter a few 
whole pecan meats just before 
closing the iron. 

Sprinkle the batter with shredded 
cocoanut ta make toasted cocoanut 
waffles. 

Make sandwich waffles by spread- 
ing on iron a thin layer of batter, 
place on each quarter a thin slice of 
cheese or crisply fried bacon, and 
cover with batter. 

Occasionally serve waffles instead 
of fritters with meat, instead of 
toast under creamed foods or 
poached eggs, instead of cake for 
shortcakes or ice cream sandwiches.

Ostensibly, the story of foods at 
Chicago’s Century of Progress is 
told in two buildings at the great 
fair of 19383—the Agricultural and 
Foods Building, and the Dairy 
Building. Actually, the story of 
foods is told in many other build- 


In the Hall of Science a mechani- 
cal man, heroic in size, explains in 
his mechanical voice the chemisty 
of foods and the importance of cer- 
tain foods to the maintenance of 
the human body. Many major ex- 
hibits in the Science Building il- 
tustrate the part that foods have 
played, the part that modern 
methods of food production, of 
sanitation in manufacture, of the 
discovery of vitamins of food, have 
played in building health, in estab- 
lishing important rules of living. 
The chemistry of foods and their 
relation to physiology are told 
graphically and eloquently in this 
important building at the fair. 

In buildings devoted exclusively 
to foodstuffs, whole industries are 
represented by exhibits. Progress 
in every step which brings foods 
from raw material to the table, is 
shown in graphic fashion. 


Dairy Building Unique. 

The dairy industry, with milk, 
cheese, butter, ice cream and con- 
centrated milk forms has a separ- 
ate building in itself. And this may 
well be—for the dairy industry 
with all of its branches, represents 
America’s greatest single agricul- 
tral industry, having an annual 
output of more than three billion 
dollars. In the Dairy Building, 
milk, and the products made from 
it, are presented with a view to 
showing the growing importance of 
these products to man. Here is a 
university in itself and the house- 
wife finds scientific modern knowl- 
edge of the most nearly perfect 
food for human consumption—she 
finds out why dairy products are 
important and how they may be ap- 
plied to the daily diet.

“In this tremendous effort for 
industrial, business and agricultural 
recovery there is no room for par- 
tisanship,” he said, “or for anything 
but straight Americanism.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—After 
more than four

Cummings, at a newspaper con- | 
ference late yesterday, announced 
that 366 persons, allegedly with 
$1,393,734 of gold and gold certifi- 
cates in their possession, had re- 
fused to return this money to the 
Treasury at the request of Depart- 
ment of Justice agents. He also 
announced that 297 persons had re- 
turned $7,222,036 in ‘gold arfd gold 
certificates to the Treasury at the 
request of the agents and that 
these persons, as far as he person- 
ally was concerned, had “purged” | 
themselves of any guilt incurred 
under the executive order. 

Department of Justice agents, 
according to Cummings, inter- 
viewed 5729 persons reported by 
the Treasury Department as pos- 
sible gold holders and were teld by 
4966 persons thar they had re- 
turned $31,543,631. The agents ,veri- 
fied that 3810 persons had re ed 
$28,138,442. | 

Campaign Eminently Successful. 

Cummings read from a report 
labeled “Final Summary of Gold 
Hoarding.” 

Cummings declared that his cam- 
paign had been “eminently success- 
ful” and explained that the remain- 
ing problem was to teach gold hold- 
ers who were not on the Treasury 
Department lists. There was a 
note of pride in his voice when he 
said that the British-American To- 
bacco Co. Ltd., of London, had 
turned in $6,249,240.68 in gold bars 
this week. 

“I have made a report to the 
President,” Cummings said, “and 
what further procedure will be 
taken I am not in a position to say 
and shall not be until further plans 
are worked out.” 

Asked what action he would take 
eventually against the 366 who had 
icsfused to turn in their gold and 
gold certificates at the request of 
Department of Justice agents, Cum- 
mings said that an analysis of 328 
cases in this list disclosed that 
there were 40 “outright objectors” 
who definitely declined to turn 
their gold or certificates back to 
the Treasury. This group, he said, 
was said to be holding $373,000 of 
the proscribed money. 

Further Inquiry Pianned. 

“Twenty-four persons,” the Attor- 
ney-General continued, “refused to 
affirm or deny that they had gold 
or certificates in their possession. 


This group was reported to be hold- 
ing $478,000. . 

“A third group, 203 in number, 
told agents that they had distribut- 


relatives in lots of $:00 or less, so 
that they no longer retained more 
than $100. If there was bona fide 
delivery and the person in posses- 
sion of the distributed money has 
full contro! of it, there is no viola- 
tion of the order. . 

“Now I think that quite a few 
in these three groups’have finally 
decided to abide by the erder. We 
shall investigate the situation of 
the 366 persons to find out who 
have returned their gold and gold 
certificates. This will require sev- 
eral weeks. We may find that 20 
of these 40 outright objectors have 
returned the gold.” 

“What will you do to the other 
20?” he was asked. 

“You can be assured that we will 
proceed against them,” Cummings 
said. 

Co-operation, Not Coercion. 

This was a contrast to Cummings’ 
previous position, avhen he com- 
pared the objectors to war-time 
slackers and threatened to publish 
their names as a preliminary step 
to prosecution. 

“Some people have thought I was 
bluffing,” gs continued. 
“But I was dealing with a real prob- 
lem. The whole spirit of the pres- 
ent administration is voluntary co- 
operation. This has been true in all 
departments. We felt that we could 


coercive measures. 

“My attitude has not been one of 
a searcher for victims to prosecute, 
but as that of a member of the ad- 
| ministration trying to carry out a 
program.” 

Cummings then embarked on a 
dissertation regarding the large 
group of “unreported” gold holders 
who apparently have some of the 
$500,000,000 in gold and gold cer- 
tificates the Federal Reserve Board 
reports as “in circulation.” He said 
he was studying plans for investiga- 
tion of this group. 

When a reporter suggested * that 
members of the group might be 
persuaded to return their holdings 
‘if some of the “outright objectors” 
were prosecuted, Cummings said 
many people had many ideas on 
how to proceed. When he intimat- 
ed that it might be difficult to ob- 
tain evidence, the reporter observed 
that former Senator Thomas of 
Colorado had not withdrawn his 
challenge to the Attorney-General, 
defying the Government to make 
him return $120 he said he had in 
gold. 

“That was semi-humorous at the 
start of this campaign,” Cummings 
replied, “but it is getting rather old 
now. I don’t think I have anything 
more to say.”

Praise for Balbo’s Obedience. 

To Cartwright, Labrador, after 
the perilous hop off the air armada 
from Reykjavik, Iceland, he wired 
Balbo as follows: 

“Now that you have brilliantly 
accomplished the most difficult hop 
of the flight I send you my embrace 
which I extend :-to all your Atlantic 
comrades. At the announcement 
of your arrival in Cartwright the 
entire Italian people has felt spon- 
taneous enthusiasm. I see that you 
are vigorously and in the Fascist 
manner adhering to my orders: 
Maximum discipline in air, mini- 
mum expenditure of energies on 
land. O noi! (Fascist salutation).” 

At Montreal, Mussolini sent the 
Air Minister this interesting com- 
mand: 

“You must reduce to the least 
possible, that is, to the minimum 
called for by international courtesy, 
the amount of manifestations which 
are being prepared for you. You 
have the limits of time obliged by 
the conditions of the sea and the 
sky and therefore you cannot in 
any manner dally.

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Asks University City to Take Advantage 
— of Government's Generous Offer. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a previous letter, I cited some meter 

water rates of University City, and 
compared them with the meter rates in 
“St. Louis, and showed that the rates 
for University City exceeded those for 
St. Louis from 52 per cent to 66 per cent. 

MA comparison of the meter rates of 
University City with the flat rates of 
Si. Louis (the basis on which most of the 
Gwellings are rated) discloses even 
greater differences. For example: The 
University City home owner who pays 
$31.20 for 12 months’ service would pay 
$18.10 in St. Louis, on the flat rate basis, 
f6r the same service; a difference of 
$13.10, or about 70 per cent more for 
the. University City home owner. 

The University City owner of a three- 
family apartment, paying $9840 for 12 
months’ service, would pay $50.58 in St. 
Louis on the flat rate basis for the same 
service; a difference of $47.82, or about 
94 per cent more for the University City 
owner. 

A University City owner of a six-fam- 
ity apartment, paying $170.72 for the 12- 
month period, would pay $79.20 in St. 
Touis on the flat rate basis for the same 
service; a difference of $91.52, or about 
115 per cent more for the University 
City owner. 

We should bear in mind, too, that the 
St. Louis owner of property is permitted 
unlimited use of his service, whereas the 
Uhiversity City owner is restricted in its 
uees. It is a matter of common know!l- 
edge that the per capita consumption of 
water in University City is considerably 
below the per capita consumption of St. 
Louis, for the same class of tenancy. 

In a reprinted article from the Illinois 
State Register, appearing in the Post- 
Dispatch of July 3, under the caption, 
“F. D. R. and Public Ownership,” the

' ‘Water supply systems.”_ 


We feel sure there are numerous projects which 
could be begun at once, without need for any alarm, 
and we cite one in the City of St. Louis, namely, the 
proposed new postoffice. Long since, Government of- 
ficials came to the conclusion that such a building 
is needed. Im fact, the site has been bought, paid 
for and cleared, except for the buildings the Gov- 
ernment is still using; money for the new structure 
has been appropriated and architectural plans are 
practically completed. Work could begin immedi- 
ately. What is holding it up? 

It is true the State of Missouri has as yet taken 
no official steps to take advantage of the Govern- 
ment’s offer of $30 for $70 of the cost.of labor and 
materials in State projects, and that there are legal 
questions which may have to be settled by a special 
legislative session. Missouri, like other states, has 
been caught napping. But it is also true that Secre 
tary Ickes has failed to make clear just what is nec- 
essary for states and other political subdivisions to 
do to avail themselves of the Federal offer. 

Most of the state and local officials are frankly 
nonplussed. They do not know which way to turn. 
In some cases, for example, the construction of power 
and light plants, the Government says it will pay 
for the whole project, 70 per cent to represent a loan, 
payable out of proceeds of self-liquidating projects. 
That seems clear enough. Why, then, has action not 
been taken on the application of St. Charles for 
$300,000 for a pewer plant, and the similar applica- 
tion of Belleville, I11.? In all probability,- prompt ap- 
proval of these two projects would mean they could 
be begun this fall. How long must such projects be 
investigated and what red tape must be unwound?

PEIPING, China. 

HE so-called North China armistice, 

concluded late in May, which saved 

Peiping at the eleventh hour from be- 
ing ruined and occupied by the Japanese, 
has not been enthusiastically received by 
Chinese public opinion. There is no doubt 
that the people who were directly or in- 
directly affected and burdened by the war- 
fare welcomed the ending of the one-sided 
slaughter. But the thinking people in gen- 
eral and the native press have severely con- 
demned the action. 

This military agreement obviously marked 
the end of the 20-month Sino-Japanese “un- 
declared war,” which has been fought on 
Chinese territory, and the restoration of 
temporary peace. But the agreement is 
nothing less than a surrender on the part 
of China and distinctly a “treaty” signed 
under duress. 

In addition to another 5000 square miles 
being lopped. off from China and added 
to the Japanese-controlied “Manchukuo,” 
under the name of a “demilitarized zone,” 
the agreement has given Japan ali the priv- 
ileges and advantages and China al] re- 
sponsibilities and disadvantages. It does 
not guarantee the safety of North China or 


of two foreign invasions in the past. In 
1860, an allied army of French and British 
surrounded the city and destroyed the 
famous Summer Palace, west of the city. 
In 1900, following the Boxer uprising, a 
second allied army, consisting of troops of 
half a dozen nations, entered the™heart of 
the city, while the Empress Dowager and 
Government officials fied. But each time, 
Peking failed to pass into oblivion. 

Peking continued to be the political cen- 
ter of China for the next 17 years, and wit- 
nessed the rise and fall of regimes and 
the invasions of petty war lords and mili- 
tarists. The blow to Peking’s political pres- 
tige came in 1928, when the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment established the capital in Nanking 
(Southern capital). Peking (Northern cap- 
ital) was renamed Peiping (Northern 
peace). With the large exodus of Govern- 
ment officials and their families, the bus- 
iness life of the city has been severely af- 
fected during the last five years.

penalized. Two no trumps is, as 
you know, necessarily an extremely 
invitational bid, and your partner 
would be under obligation to take 
you to three no trumps even with a 
mediocre supporting hand. 


How Is This Predicament Avoided? 


The solution to this problem lies 
mainly in the treatment of the bid- 
ding which could so easily lead to 
it. Both partners can in most in- 
stances guard against this predica- 
ment if they take reasonable care 
and forethought, and if they thor- 
oughly understand how to bid 
hands by their type as well as by 
their strength. 


The Duty of the Opening Bidder. 


Since the opening bid in the first 
two positions promises either a re- 
bid or else rebid material in reply 
to certain responses, do not neces- 
sarily open the bidding with a pure- 
ly defensive type of hand unless you 
are prepared to bid two no trumps 
in the event that your partner’s 
first response is a bid of two in a 
suit which does not fit your hand. 
If there is to be a sign-off short of 
game, it should be in three of your 
partner’s suit—not in two no 
trumps. Admittedly, three and a 
half primary tricks are the normal 
requirement for opening with a de- 
fensive hand, but it is not obli- 
gatory to open if the high cards are 
confined to two suits and an awk- 
ward two-over-one takeout is prob- 
able. With

I would pass, because if I make my 
only possible bid—one spade, then: 

(a) I would not like it too well 
if my partner bid a no trump. I 
would have to pass, and the hand 
might turn out very badly for us. 


(b) My partner’s most likely re- 
sponse is two diamonds; this will 
present a real problem to me. The 
hand may be good for three no 
trumps, though my partner’s hand 
is far from justifying a response 
of two no trumps or three dia- 
monds. On the other hand, if I 
risk a rebid of two no trumps and 
he rightly goes to three, we may 
be doubled and set severely. 


(c) Subsequent bidding can be 
securely handled, assuming that 
my partner cannot make any more- 
than-minimum response, only if he 
bids two spades or two clubs— 
neither of these is likely to be his 
natural response. 

There Are Also Positive Reasons 
for Passing. 


From the other point of view, 
what am [I likely to lose by pass- 
ing? If my partner cannot open 
with a third hand minor-suit bid, 
we are unlikely to have a game. 
If he can open, I have my one- 
over-one in spades nicely ready for 
him, and we can handle the bid- 
ding deftly in a low range. True, 
he might hold such a hand as

which does not permit of a stand- 
ard opening bid, but which would 
nevertheless produce a no-trump 
game for us with normal luck in 
the play. This might be one of 
the games we have to miss. On 
the other hand, transfer one of 
his hearts to a minor suit, and he 
has a sound third-hand opening 
bid in that suit. In other words, 
mine is an awkward hand to open 
with, but a splendid-one to respond 
with. Therefore I would try to let 
my first utterance be a response.

Pour one cup of beer into a sauce- 
pan and when bubbling add one 
pound of finely chipped sharp 
cheese and one tablespoon butter.
